. SUBJIGT attended a primary and secondary school in RIO A and later stalled et 
Riga University in RIGA, Latvia, and completed Ms i todies at the Law University 
-In RIGA in 1926 or 1927. SUBJECT'S father. Dr. Paulis ULXIBS, and mother, Klara 
KALXIB5, were both members of the right wing of the Latvian Social- Democratic Par- 
t; and eat as elected members In the Latvian Parliament. SUBJECT took part la the 
Var of Liberation (Frelheltskrsig) from the years 1919 to 1920. for this reason 
la 1930 or 1931 the Social Democratic members of the Latvian Parliament demanded 
that he be appointed a Lieutenant in the Latvian Army. From 1926 until 1934 SUB- 
JECT was known ae a left-wing member of the Latvian Social-Democratic Party and ae 
a member of Parliament. SUBJECT was also an organiser and leader of a Latvian 
youth organisation known as " SSSf (workers 8port and Ouard), vhioh became a para- 
military banker of the left-wing of the Soolal-Demooratic Party, although alleged- 
ly organised to protect Socialist speakers at political rallies. When Kurils 
ULKABI8 became virtual dictator of Latvia through a ooup on 16 Hay 1934, SUBJECT 
was among those opposition party leaders arrested and interned. The * SS* organ- 
isation was banned by the new government, and oaohee of weapons belonging to the 
*8SflP were found at SUBJECT* • hone. After serving a prison term of two and a half 
(3 1/2) to three (3) years, SUBJECT went voluntarily to /inland, where he was em- 
ployed by the Spanish Ministry. Is remained In Finland and Sweden until June 1940, 
when he returned to XI OA, Latvia, following the occupation of Latvia by the Russian 
tm. to acoept an appointment as political leader of the Latvian Ar^jr with the 
rank of General. In the fall of 1940, when the Latvian Any was reduced to the 
level of a Territorial Corps, SUBJECT became a lecturer on Marxism and Leninism at 
the University of RICA. In 1941 SUBJECT was arrested by the Oerman occupying au- 
thorities la Latvia. SUBJECT was among a group of former members of the Latvian 
Parllsment who formed the Latvian Central Council, an illegal underground mov em e n t 
la opposition to the German occupation. SQ2JE0T later was re-arrested by the Ge^ 
mans and placed la a concentration ©amp at 8TUTTB0F. Germ any. Following the capit- 
ulation of Germany In 1945, SUBJECT was liberated and moved to Sweden where he was 
appointed Chief of the Department for Baltic Affairs by the Social- Democratic 
Swedish Government, More recently SUBJECT has been teaching at the University In 
8 T 0 CUDLX, Sweden. (3-3) 



An extensive investigation, prompted by the high position SUBJECT occupies in 
certain Latvian refugee olroltt and his governmental background, disclosed sharp 
division between various Latvian rsfugee groups now residing in various parte of 
Europe, with consequent division in opinion concerning the degree to which SUBJECT 
had been a Communistic sympathiser. The latest conclusion j jalld March i960 Indi- 
cat es a conseneus tha t soon «fter tht ^nnslr" nacupallon ** ^at *!* In 1940 SUBJEC T 
b ecame disillusioned with Com mon ism a nd since that l ima has frjf o anti-Russi an. 
There appears to be no doubt that SUBJECT was among the more radical social- Demo- 
crats la yeare past, and it appears that he looked upon the entrance of Russians 
Into Latvia in 1940 as a distinct opportunity for him to regain high governmental 
position, which he had lost during tb# period of the ULKAHIS government. Activi- 
ties of SUBJECT up to the period of the last report (March 1960) indicate that he 
may still be playing the role of opportunist by attempting to preserve the status 
of Ms party while In exile. (B-2) 
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
